Rugby player’s praise 
for hospital after stroke

A former rugby player 
who suffered a stroke 
after a match against 
Sutton and Epsom has 
praised the life-saving 
emergency treatment she 
received. 

Ellie Edwards, 21 , was 
rushed to St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal, in Blackshaw Road, for a 
thrombectomy intervention 
when she fell ill. 

After visiting Sainsbury’s 
following the match with 
Barnes Ladies on February 
4, the winger felt “extremely 
dizzy” and feared she would 
faint. 

Ms Edwards said: “It was 
really frightening, I didn’t 
know what was going on. I 
thought perhaps I was con¬ 
cussed but I hadn’t had any 
form of injury or head con¬ 
tact during the match, so 
then I thought I maybe I was 


dehydrated or having a panic 
attack. 

“I can’t really explain it. I 
just felt very dizzy and strug¬ 
gled to move or speak.” 

It was when she was stand¬ 
ing in the supermarket’s 
bread aisle and trying walk¬ 
ing back to her car that she 
felt dizzy 

Following frantic calls 
to family and friends, her 
housemates helped her get 
scans at West Middlesex 
Hospital before she was diag¬ 
nosed with a blood clot in her 
brain. 

It led the “immediate” op¬ 
eration at St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal, in time before symptoms 
could’ve worsened or become 
fatal. This is a surgical pro¬ 
cedure to remove the blood 
clot, which is blocking blood 
flow, from patients and re¬ 
store blood flow to the af¬ 
fected area. Speaking about 
her tough two-month recov¬ 
ery, she added: “If anything, 
it knocked my confidence at 
the beginning. 

“About a month after [the 
operation] I couldn’t leave 


the house, and I certainly 
couldn’t go anywhere for 
two months on my own, just 
because I was scared that 
something was going to hap¬ 
pen again.” 

Her therapy involved im¬ 
proving dexterity in her left 
hand again, with tasks such 
as grasping a pen and doing 
up buttons, while wearing an 
ankle brace on her left leg. 

But now having switched 
from playing rugby to coach¬ 
ing it, she’s back to working 
for Gallagher Premiership 
Rugby club Harlequins. 

However, Ms Edwards has 
praised the medical staff at 
St George’s who “gave her 
a chance” after being told it 
was “50-50 chance” she was 
going to die, as well as Harle¬ 
quins for their support with 
positive messages. 

She said: “I know I’m not 
exactly going to go back to 
who I was, but I’m a new per¬ 
son now and I’m okay with 
that. 

“I would’ve changed any¬ 
way, but because of this I’ve 
had to change in away”

A century since women got the 
vote, the suffragette Emily Da¬ 
vison who leapt in front of King 
George V’s horse at the Epsom 
Derby, remains a much-misun¬ 
derstood figure, says Lucy Fish¬ 
er, whose new biography will be 
out next week. 

Ms Fisher said: “Emily Davi¬ 
son is often portrayed as a radi¬ 
cal girl, when she was in fact 
much more calm. She was not 
a rash young girl; she was a re¬ 
spectable middle-class govern¬ 
ess. 

“She was aware of the un¬ 
derdog, not just women, but 
the problems faced by poorer 
women even though she was a 
governess.” 

In her book, Lucy Fisher 
draws from contemporary press 
reports and the suffragette’s 
own words, to tell the story of 
Davison in time to mark the cen¬ 
tenary of women’s suffrage in 
the UK. 

Ms Fisher’s book ‘Emily Wild¬ 
ing Davison: The Martyr Suffra¬ 
gette’ brings to life the respect¬ 
able middle-class governess 
who pivoted to vandalism and 
violence after joining Emmeline 
Pankhurst’s Women’s Social and 
Political Union, a new and ag¬ 
gressive group of suffragettes. 

Ms Fisher’s book explores in 
detail how Davison was born 


into upper-middle class privi¬ 
lege and lost her family fortune 
after her father’s death. 

Davison, who lived on the 
Clapham Road, leapt in front of 
King George V’s horse in June 
1913 at the Epsom Derby after 
taking up the cause of women’s 
suffrage. 

Ms Fisher says: “She was liv¬ 
ing in Clapham in the house of a 
friend and she chose somewhere 
nearby that was popular. It was 


in her mind that if she leapt in 
front of the horse, it would be 
captured by the newsreel cam¬ 
eras”. 

“It had always been said by 
my great aunt that we were re¬ 
lated to Emily Davison and from 
a young age, I was always inter¬ 
ested in her and her life.” 

Emily Wilding Davison: The 
Martyr Suffragette” by Lucy 
Fisher will be available for pur¬ 
chase from 24 July for £12.99.

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Birth of the NHS 


Radical move 
to transform 
health of UK 



On July 5,1948, from what 
is now Trafford general hos¬ 
pital, Manchester, the then 
health minister in Clement 
Attlee’s post war Labour 
government, Aneurin (Nye) 
Bevan, announced the found¬ 
ing of the National Health 
Service. 

The NHS was the first free 
at the point of entry health 
care service to be introduced 
by a Western democratic 
country 

With that announcement 
all aspects of health provi¬ 
sion became the responsibil¬ 
ity of the government, bring¬ 
ing together, for the first 
time, hospitals, consultants, 
doctors, nurses, pharmacists, 
opticians and dentists. 

It was a bold and radical 
move which had its fair 
share of detractors. The Tory 
party, doctors and dentists 
were all against the idea of 
the NHS, with doctors threat¬ 
ening to boycott the service. 

Now, with its ‘cradle to the 
grave’ role firmly established 
as a part of all our lives, the 
NHS is the most cherished, 
respected and venerated of 
all our institutions. There 
have been numerous changes 
to the NHS over the decades, 
but the three founding prin¬ 
ciples remain: 

• Free at the point of use; 

• Available to everyone; 


• Paid for from general 
taxation. 

A form of universal health 
care system for the UK had 
been talked about for dec¬ 
ades. Prior to the founding 
of the NHS, hospitals were 
either run by local authori¬ 
ties or were charities. The 
casualties of the Second 
World War had brought the 


system to near collapse, 
and it was the Beveridge 
Report, which was presented 
to Parliament in 1942 by 
Sir William Beveridge as a 
blueprint to rid Britain of 
what Beveridge described as 
the ‘five giants on the road to 
reconstruction’ - want, dis¬ 
ease, ignorance, squalor and 
idleness, which launched the 


Welfare State and the NHS. 

A White Paper introduced 
by the wartime coalition 
government in support of 
the formation of a National 
Health Service was passed 
by MPs in 1944, paving the 
way for Attlee’s Labour 
government, which had won 
the 1946 General Election, 
to bring in the National 


Health Care Act 1946, and 
Nye Bevan’s Manchester an¬ 
nouncement two years later. 

The first person to receive 
treatment under the newly- 
formed NHS was 13-year-old 
Sylvia Diggory, who was in 
hospital suffering from a po¬ 
tentially fatal liver condition. 

Recalling her meeting with 
Nye Bevan, Syliva said: “Mr 
Bevan asked me if I under¬ 
stood the significance of the 
occasion and told me that it 
was a milestone in history 
- the most civilised step any 
country had ever taken. I 
had earwigged at adults’ con¬ 
versations and I knew this 
was a great change that was 
coming about and that most 


people could hardly believe 
this was happening.” 

Possibly with Sylvia in 
mind, Bevan himself said: 
“No society can legitimately 
call itself civilised if a sick 
person is denied medical aid 
because of lack of means.” 

Nye Bevan died of cancer 
in 1960, with the British 
Medical Journal describing 
him as the greatest health 
minister Britain ever had. 

Now, 70 years on, most of 
us would have been treated 
by the NHS at one time or 
another. There is universal 
recognition that, while the 
NHS isn’t perfect, it is our 
NHS and it is there when we 
need it most.

Before the NHS was intro¬ 
duced in 1948, one’s health 
was determined by one’s 
wealth. 

There are few people left 
who can remember that 
brutal time before Britain’s 
welfare state, when life for 
many was short and cruel. 

Healthcare was once a 
luxury not everyone in the 
UK could afford and life in 
the Thirties and Forties was 
tough. Thousands died of 
infectious diseases like pneu¬ 
monia, meningitis, tubercu¬ 
losis, diphtheria, and polio. 

Infant mortality - deaths 
of children before their first 
birthday - was about one in 
20 . 

In 1911 a National Insur¬ 
ance Act was introduced, 
meaning a small amount was 
deducted from an employee’s 
wage. In return they were 
entitled to access to a local 
doctor. 

The chancellor, David Lloyd 
George, established this 


system of National Health 
Insurance. However, it only 
benefitted employed indi¬ 
viduals and did not extend to 
their families. 

Contributions were not 
graded according to income, 
but were paid at a flat rate 
- approximately half by the 
employee and half by the 
employer. 

Prior to the formation of 
the NHS, the poor and desti¬ 
tute often went without med¬ 
ical treatment, relying on 
sometimes dangerous home 
remedies. Others turned to 
the charity of doctors. 

Hospitals charged for 
vital treatments. Although 
the poorest people were 
reimbursed, they had to pay 
upfront first to get treatment. 

Access to a doctor may have 
been free to many workers 
on low pay, but NHI often 
did not extend even to their 
wives or children. 

The average life expectancy 
before the NHS was 11 years 


lower than it is now. 

The distressing need for 
free healthcare was recog¬ 
nised, but it was impossible 
to achieve without the sup¬ 
port of the state. 

Throughout the 19th centu¬ 
ry, philanthropists and social 


reformers working alone had 
tried in vain to provide free 
medical care for the poor. 

But without government 
backing, they were destined 
to merely scratch the surface 
of need. The Poor Hospitals 
established by these pioneers 


dealt mainly with the most 
serious illnesses. 

Other demands, such as 
care of the elderly and men¬ 
tally ill, were met - at least 
partially - by local authori¬ 
ties which often ran local 
hospitals. 


These relied heavily on 
charity donations. 

To those of us raised 
within the NHS, which offers 
universal access at the point 
of need, what came before 
offers a stark warning from 
history 
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Taking care of every 
child in the country

Having been founded in 1948, 
the 1950s was the first decade 
in which the NHS could 
make its mark. 

Rationing was still in force 
and the country was rebuild¬ 
ing after five years of war. 
This new and revolution¬ 
ary approach to a nation’s 
healthcare set out to improve 
the lives of its citizens, espe¬ 
cially the health provision of 
Britain’s children. 

It is hard to imagine now 
but prior to the 1950s if your 
child was in hospital you 
could only visit at weekends, 
and then for only an hour, 
and there was little attempt 
at trying to explain to chil¬ 
dren what was going on and 
why they were in hospital. 
Children were also placed on 
adult wards. 

In 1954 things began to 
change. Paediatricians Sir 
James Spence in Newcastle 
and Alan Moncriff, at Great 
Ormond Street, started 
taking considerable steps 
to change this, demonstrat¬ 
ing that such separation is 


traumatic for children. As 
a result, daily visiting was 
introduced, albeit, gradually. 

One area where a National 
Health Service could take 
the lead and make a major 
impact was in preventative 
healthcare. In the first half 
of the last century diseases 
such as polio were often 
life-changing and frequently 
fatal. 


Polio was a disease which 
struck fear into families, 
especially as it was the 
children who were the most 
susceptible. During the 1950s 
there were 45,000 cases of 
polio reported in Britain. 
Before a vaccine was intro¬ 
duced in the 1950s, epidemics 
would result in up to 7,760 
cases of paralytic polio in 
the UK each year, with up 


to 750 deaths. The polio 
and diphtheria vaccination 
programme was introduced 
in 1958 and was followed by 
a dramatic reduction in both 
diseases. Prior to the vac¬ 
cination programme cases of 
diphtheria could hit a high 
of 70,000, a year, resulting in 
5,000 deaths. 

As well as polio and diph¬ 
theria the NHS vaccination 
programme targeted whoop¬ 
ing cough and smallpox. 

In the coming decades, 
vaccinations against chicken 
pox, measles and rubella 
became a routine rite of pas¬ 
sage for all British young¬ 
sters. 

The link between smoking 
cigarettes and lung cancer 
was also established in the 
1950s, with the NHS leading 
the way in raising public 
awareness of the dangers of 
smoking and the first health 
authority smoking with¬ 
drawal clinic was established 
in Salford in 1958. 

It was reported that in the 
decade following the report 


by Dr Richard Doll and 
Professor Austin Bradford 
Hill, published in the British 
Medical Journal linking lung 
cancer with cigarette smok¬ 
ing, half of doctors who 
smoked gave up the habit, 


including Dr Doll himself. 

The Mental Health Act 1959 
introduced a new way of car¬ 
ing for and treating people 
with mental health issues, 
establishing that community 
care should be prioritised.

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The NHS in the 1960s 


Watershed decade 
for UK health care 


At the 1963 Labour Party 
conference, Labour’s new 
leader, Harold Wilson, gave a 
speech which spoke about a 
new Britain being forged in 
the ‘white heat of technol¬ 
ogy’, and as the NHS entered 
the 1960s, advancements in 
medicine saw major changes 
take place, starting with 
the first kidney transplant, 
which took place at Edin¬ 
burgh Royal Infirmary on 
October 30,1960. 

The transplant operation 
involved identical 49-year-old 
twins. The operation was 


a huge success, with both 
donor and recipient living 
for a further six years before 
dying of an unrelated illness. 

Kidney transplants, which 
for many are a welcome 
alternative to a lifetime of 
regular dialysis, now have a 
very high success rate, but 
demand outstrips supply due 
to an ageing population. 

By the end of the 60s the 
first heart transplant in the 
UK had taken place, with 
South Africa-born surgeon 
Donald Ross carrying out 
the operation at the National

Another medical first 
carried out in the 1960s, and 
now a regular feature of the 
NHS, was the first full hip 
replacement. The operation 
was carried out by Profes¬ 
sor John Charnely, who had 
started work on developing 
a full hip replacement since 
1958. Since the first hip 
replacement operation, in 
November 1962, more than 
2.3million joints have been 
replaced under the NHS. 

The NHS was quick to an¬ 
ticipate the changing moral 
climate of the ‘Swinging 
Sixties’, with the introduc¬ 
tion of the contraceptive 
pill in 1961. Initially, The 
Pill was only available to 
married women, but the law 
was relaxed in 1967. Between 
1962 and 1969, the number of 
women taking the Pill rose 
dramatically, from approxi¬ 
mately 50,000 to one million. 

The other significant 
change regarding women’s 
reproduction rights was the 
passing of The Abortion Act 
by MPs in a free vote, which 
became UK law in 1968.

The new legislation made 
abortion legal up to 28 weeks 
if carried out by a registered 
physician and if two other 
doctors agree that the termi¬ 
nation is in the best mental 
and physical interests of the 
woman. In 1990, the time lim¬ 
it was lowered to 24 weeks. 
The act does not extend to 
Northern Ireland. 

The introduction of drugs 
to help fertility were also in¬ 
troduced during this period 
and in 1968, on the morning 


of October 2, Sheila Thorns 
celebrated her 30th birthday 
by undergoing a caesarean 
section at Birmingham 
Maternity Hospital. She gave 
birth to six babies. Sadly, 
three of the babies die. Mrs 
Thorns had been treated 
with the fertility drug gon¬ 
adotrophin. 

Another advancement into 
a new, modern era occurred 
in 1961 when the then minis¬ 
ter for health, Enoch Powell, 
spoke at a National Associa¬ 


tion for Mental Health con¬ 
ference in Brighton. What 
became known as the ‘Water 
Tower’ speech, Powell out¬ 
lined his desire to see greater 
community care provision 
for mental health patients. 
His speech is considered one 
of the biggest milestones 
of the revolution in mental 
health treatment. It signalled 
the end of the old asylums 
and changed the way people 
thought about mental health 
and mental healthcare.

The Seventies was a decade 
of amazing innovations for 
the NHS. 

Lifesaving breakthroughs 
took healthcare to levels not 
previously thought possible. 

New hospitals were coming 
online and giving people 
a better standard of care, 
while the first computers 
found their way into NHS 
hospitals. 

The first GPs’ charter was 
introduced, encouraging 
the growth of primary care 
in the UK and sparking an 


increase in the number of 
health centres around the 
country. 

In 1972, the first CT (Com¬ 
puted Tomography) scanner 
was used, revolutionising 
the way doctors examine the 
human body 

‘Cat scans’ enabled the pro¬ 
duction of 3D images, using 
a large number of 2D X-rays. 
This allows the detection 
and analysis of tumours and 
other abnormalities. 

Nottinghamshire’s Godfrey 
Newbold Hounsfield, who 


came up with the idea, 
subsequently won the Nobel 
Prize for Medicine. This was 
shared with his US counter¬ 
part Allan McLeod Cormack, 
who also developed the same 
idea. 

The NHS continued to be 
re-organised. In an attempt 
to bring all regional health 
services together under 
one umbrella, Area Health 
Authorities (AHAs) were cre¬ 
ated in 1974. 

This took over responsibil¬ 
ity for running both hospital 
and community services 
from the hospital boards and 
local authorities. 

July 1978 saw the world’s 
first ‘test-tube baby’ born as 
a result of in vitro fertilisa¬ 
tion (IVF). Lesley and John 
Brown had been unable to 
conceive because of the 
mother’s blocked fallopian 
tubes. 

Dr Patrick Steptoe, a gynae¬ 
cologist at Oldham Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, and Dr Robert 
Edwards, a physiologist at 
the University of Cambridge, 
developed a new technique 
to fertilise an egg outside a 
woman’s body before replac¬ 
ing it in the womb. 

Daughter Louise Brown 
was born and more than a 


million babies have since 
been conceived in this man¬ 
ner worldwide. 

A delighted Lesley said: 

“If it wasn’t for Bob Ed¬ 
wards and Patrick Steptoe, I 
wouldn’t have this wonderful 
family.”

The first successful bone- 
marrow transplant on a child 
took place in 1979. 

Professor Roland Levinsky 


performed the intricate pro¬ 
cedure on a youngster with 
primary immunodeficiency 
at Great Ormond Street Hos¬ 
pital for Children. 

Bone marrow is responsi¬ 
ble for creating the body’s 
immune system.

INCREDIBLES 2 (PG): The odds of 
a lightning strike on the same spot 
14 years apart are astronomical, so 
perhaps we shouldn’t be surprised 
that the long-awaited sequel to Disney 
Pixar’s masterpiece falls tantalisingly 
short of the genius of its predecessor. 

Of course, this is the animation studio 
which recently delighted and astounded 
us with Inside Out and Coco, virtuoso 
fables, pictures of dazzling visuals and 
heart-breaking emotion, which prove an¬ 
ything is possible if you dare to dream. 
Incredibles 2 is bigger in scope and 
ambition than the original and boasts 
thrilling action set pieces as well as a 
familiar menagerie of endearing charac¬ 
ters including diminutive fashion oracle 
Edna Mode, whose ability to scene-steal 
has not waned since 2004. The sequel 
exploits the burgeoning powers of the 
youngest and cutest member of the Parr 
clan, baby Jack-Jack, for uproarious 
laughs and there are some terrific se¬ 
quences in which the adorable toddler 
cycles through his various powers to 
the mounting dismay of his exhausted 
father. Brad Bird’s sequel is effortlessly 
entertaining and when the script hits its 
mark, guffaws come thick and fast but 
memories of the flawless original film 
temper enthusiasm for this return to 
dysfunctional super-powered family life. 
THE SECRET OF MARROWBONE (15): 
Screenwriter Sergio G. Sanchez, who 
penned the script to the 2007 Span¬ 
ish horror The Orphanage, makes his 
directorial debut more than a decade 
later with a supernatural period thriller, 
which delights in confounding expecta¬ 
tions. The first-time filmmaker conjures 


a couple of decent scares, aided and 
abetted by Xavi Gimenez’s atmospheric 
cinematography, which revels in the 
shifting shadows and light of a creaking 
family homestead in a coastal American 
town. Sanchez delivers one deceptively 
satisfying twist and he elicits strong per¬ 
formances from a predominantly young 
British cast, who react instinctively to 
every whisper of wind or ominous groan 
of an attic floorboard. For all its impec¬ 
cable style and directorial restraint, the 
film is haunted by the spectre of missed 
opportunities. Some of the characters 
feel undernourished and the writer-di¬ 
rector’s ambition occasionally exceeds 
his grasp including a frenetic resolution, 
which feels muddled after an assured 
and disturbing narrative set-up. 

THE FIRST PURGE (15): Five years 
ago, before the possibility of Donald 
Trump as US president was a pungent 
whiff in the air, writer-director James 
DeMonaco terrified cinema audiences 
with The Purge. His bloodthirsty horror 
thriller unfolded on the one night when 
citizens of America are permitted to 
arm themselves with knives and guns 
to kill anyone they choose without fear 
of legal reprisals. Gerard McMurray 
replaces DeMonaco in the director’s 
chair for a redundant and predictable 
prequel, which traces the origins of the 
carnage to a sociological experiment in 
one borough of New York City. The First 
Purge doesn’t advance the franchise’s 
narrative other than to pin the blame for 
the slaughter on one female behavioural 
scientist (Marisa Tomei). The script 
makes familiar arguments about race 
and class divisions while it aims barbs 


squarely at the rampant fearmongering 
of the current US administration. The 
first cut is supposedly the deepest but 
McMurray’s origin story barely leaves a 
scratch. 

UNCLE DREW (12A): In 2012, profes¬ 
sional basketball player Kyrie Irving 
aged five decades with the help of 
latex, stage make-up and a white wig to 
portray street smart Uncle Drew in a TV 
commercial for a sugar-free soft drink. 
The wise-cracking old coot makes his 
big screen debut in a feature- 
length sports comedy directed by 
Charles Stone III, which dunks almost 
as many punchlines as it misses in 
a haphazard script penned by Jay 
Longino. The film employs a familiar 
structure - fearless underdogs put their 
hearts on the line in pursuit of glory - to 
expand on the cross-generational bond¬ 
ing of the small screen advertisements, 
replete with brazen product placement. 
When Uncle Drew stumbles, the results 
are painful but the sincerity of Irving’s 
performance coupled with colourful 
supporting turns from fellow sport stars 
including Shaquille O’Neal secures 
Stone’s uneven picture a narrow victory 
against tedium. Some of the out-takes, 
which play over the end credits, should 
have been left on the cutting room floor. 
WHITNEY (15): Staccato bursts of the 
rousing anthem I Wanna Dance With 
Somebody open Kevin Macdonald’s 
revealing documentary, which arrives 
one year after Nick Broomfield and Rudi 
Dolezal’s poignant film Whitney: Can 
I Be Me. This heart-breaking portrait 
of doomed musical genius is the only 
account of Houston’s life and career 


officially supported by her estate and 
includes original studio recordings and 
never-before-seen footage alongside 
live performances recorded by the late 
singer. What sets apart this meticulous 
sift through family albums is the sugges¬ 
tion that Houston’s downfall may have 
been precipitated by child abuse when 
she was growing up. In one of the film’s 


most eye-opening sections, friends and 
family members go as far as to name 
the person they believe was responsi¬ 
ble for shattering Houston’s childhood 
innocence. The world will continue to 
dance with somebody at the late singer’s 
behest. Her vocals soar to dizzying 
heights and Macdonald’s upsetting film 
follows her most of the way.

1) Martisor Pinot Grigio 2017, Romania 
(£5.49, Waitrose): Pinot grigio is argu¬ 
ably northern Italy’s most famous white 
grape. But if you’re after something in¬ 
expensive and nice, it’s worth looking 
further east, where Romanians celebrate 
Martisor, the coming of spring. Light and 
crisp, with scents of green apples and a 
lively tempo of lemon and lime.

Bank of Mum and Dad contributes 
towards 25 per cent of purchases 


The Bank of Mum and Dad will provide funding 
towards around a quarter of property purchases 
this year, according to research. 

By the end of this year, friends and family will 
have helped 316,600 loved ones to buy a home, 
up from 298,000 in 2017. 

The study, carried out by Legal & General and 
Cebr, calculates that the Bank of Mum and Dad 
will be equivalent to a £5.7 billion mortgage 
lender this year, supporting property purchases 
worth a total of more than £81 billion. 

The average contribution to a property purchase 
by friends and family is on the decline, however. 
The typical sum lent for a property purchase 
this year will dip to £18,000 after peaking at 
£21,600 last year. 

“The fact that in 2018, one in four housing 
transactions will be dependent on the Bank 
of Mum and Dad, while hard-pressed parents 


are finding it more difficult to provide the funds 
to help their family with deposits, will further 
exacerbate the UK’s housing crisis,” says 
Nigel Wilson, group chief executive at Legal & 
General. 

“We need to build more homes for the young, 
old and families alike - more quickly and cost 
effectively,” he says. 

“The volume of transactions depending on Bank 
of Mum and Dad funding keeps on growing, 
even as parents find it harder to provide as much 
moneyforthe deposit. [This] funding is a vital 
plank in the housing market, but this year the 
supply of funds is being squeezed.” 

“This is not a positive trend - nor is it sustainable 
or fair for our parents (the lenders) and young 
people (the borrowers) to remain so co¬ 
dependent when it comes to housing purchases,” 
Wilson concludes.

EVERY year, around a million 
people worldwide buy some sort 
of variant of the Volkswagen Golf. 

Most choose the hatch or estate 
versions of course, but a few need 
something that’s Golf-sized with 
Golf values that’s just that bit 
more versatile - this model, the 
Golf SV. 

It was originally launched in 
2014, but we’re looking here at 
the much improved version that 
Volkswagen brought us for the 
2018 model year. 

This Golf SV gets impressively 
close to the driving dynamics of 
the standard Golf hatch model 
it’s based upon, despite the fact 
that it’s 80mm longer and wider, 
120mm higher and about 120kg 
heavier. 

A standard XDS electronic 
differential lock torque vectoring 
system helps get the power down 
through bends you’d be able to 
tackle even more confidently if the 
electric steering set-up offered a 
bit more feedback. 

You can improve that by changing 
the settings on the ‘Driving Mode 
Selection’ system that most 
variants have, this set-up tweaking 
steering, throttle response and 
- on auto models - gear change 


timings to suit your preference. 

It’ll alter suspension feel too if you 
take up the option Volkswagen 
offers of ‘DCC’ ‘Dynamic Chassis 
Control’ - though to have that, you 
have to have picked one of the 
more powerful engines. 

There are two of these - the 
1.5-litre TSI EVO petrol unit we 
tried, offered with either 130 or 
150PS.Andthe2.0TDI 150PS 
diesel and there’s a choice of 
six-speed manual or seven-speed 
DSG auto transmission. 

All these powerplants come with 
the brand’s more sophisticated 
multi-link rear suspension 
package. Further down the range, 
you’ll be stuck with the cruder 
torsion beam set-up that gives a 
slightly more unsettled low speed 
ride over bumpier surfaces. 

There are four trim levels - ‘S’, 
‘SE’, this ‘SE Navigation’ spec 
and the top ‘GT’ versions. 

For this test, we tried a petrol 
engine freshly added to the Golf 
SV range, the 1.5 TSI EVO unit, 
which is most widely offered in 
130PS form - that’s what we 
sampled in an ‘SE Navigation’ 
guise. 

All ‘SE’ models get 16-inch alloy 
wheels, auto headlamps and 


wipers, Adaptive Cruise Control, 
power-folding mirrors, front 
and rear parking sensors, front 
‘comfort’ seats with height and 
lumbar adjustment. 

There’s also an alarm, an auto- 
dimming rearview mirror, an auto 
fold-down lever in the rear seat 
backrest, seatback fold-out tables 
and extra areas of interior storage 
- under-seat trays for example. 

The Volkswagen Group’s 


impressive 1.5 TSI EVO unit 
uses the brand’s clever ‘ACM’ 
‘Active Cylinder Management’ 
technology to cut out two of 
its four cylinders under light to 
medium throttle loads and as a 
result, the efficiency stats aren’t 
much different to those of the 
base 1.0-litre Golf SV model. In its 
130PS form, a Golf SV 1.5 TSI 
EVO manages 55.4mpg on the 
combined cycle and 116g/km 
of C02. 


There’s no downside if you opt for 
auto transmission. For reference, 
the auto-only 150PS version 
of the 1.5-litre engine records 
54.3mpg and 118g/km. 

Overall, this is a car that adds 
a dash of desirability to the 
business of owning what is, at the 
end of the day, nothing more than 
a practical family tool. 

In a sensible world, this is the 
kind of car that typical families 


would prefer over the fashionable 
frippery of an SUV. That won’t 
happen of course. 

But if a sensible world is the one 
you prefer to live in, we can see 
how the prospect of Golf SV 
ownership might appeal. 

It makes sense. And it’s a Golf. 

For quite a number of prospective 
buyers, that’ll be all they need to 
know.
